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DETAILED ACTION 
Opening Remarks 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or

Specification 

2. The written specification is objected to because of minor informalities. The 
"CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS" section is normally used to 
refer to other patent Applications by the present inventor or assignee that are, or might 
be considered relevant to the present Application. The patents currently listed in this 
section in the present Application should be provided on an Information Disclosure 
Statement to ensure that the information contained therein is considered during

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As best understood, claim 1 recitation of "neoprene/rubber" should be replaced 
with one of-neoprene rubber-, -neoprene-, or -rubber- to make intended scope and 
meaning of the recitation clear. 

Additionally as regards claim 1 , it is not clear what is meant by phrase "the wall 
bracket rotating to the door bracket engaging the door bracket allowing partial viewing" 
due to missing words or other grammatical problem. 

Additionally as regards claim 2, the period After "claim 1" should be replaced 
with a comma -,- and "To" should be replaced with -to — in order to make clear that 
both lines are the claim since it is required that a claim be in one sentence format. 

Additionally as regards claim 2, it is not clear if a structure of claim 1 is further 
defined somehow and if so in what way. The scope and meaning is not clear. Claim 1 
is a product claim, defined by its structure. Claim 2 seems to relate to some intended 
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use or expected benefit but it is not clear if or how that further defines the invention of 
claim 1. See MPEP 2173.05(p) section 11. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Pat. No. 5,908,21 3 to Tippetts. 

Tippetts '213 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including a "wall bracket 
mounted adjacent to the door trim" - including 13, a "door bracket mounted on the face 
of the door*^ - 18, a "rubber belt" - 10. 

As regards claim 2, the device of the prior art is inherently capable of preventing 
youth or toddler (that is too short to remove device) from exiting. 

Conclusion
